NEW  ORDERS 

New  orders  for  manufactured  products  declined  to 
$53.4  billion  in  November  from  the  record  $53.9 
billion  in  October,  after  seasonal  adjustment,  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce, 
announced  today.  Although  declining  approximately 
$500  million  in  November,  following  six  consecutive 
increases,  the  manufacturing  total  was  substantially 
higher  than  orders  for  the  first  nine  months  of  1968. 
The  durable  goods  sector  rejxirted  a  decrease  of 
$600  million  to  $29.6  billion  whereas  the  nondurable 
goods  sector  increased  $100  million  to  $23.7  billion. 
Most  major  groups  in  the  durable  goods  sector 
registered  declines.  Among  the  supplemental  series, 
machinery  and  equipment  industries  declined  $300 
million  to  $6.3  billion,  although  remaining  at  a  high 
level  compared  with  last  year;  the  defense  products 
series  also  fell  more  than  $500  million  to  $1.8 
billion.  Orders  for  consumer  durable  goods  declined 
somewhat  from  the  previous  month.  (SEE  CHART  1) 


SHIPMENTS 

Manufacturers'  shipments  in  November  of  $52.7 
billion  showed  virtually  no  change  from  October 
shipments  of  $52.6  billion.  Most  durable  goods 
industries  reported  minor  changes  from  their 
October  levels.  The  machinery  and  equipment 
industries  recorded  an  increase  in  sales  to  $6.2 
billion  from  $5.9  billion  in  October  which  was 
partially  offset  by  the  decline  in  shipments  of 
defense  products  to  $2.0  billion  from  $2.1  billion  in 
October.  November  shipments  of  nondurable  goods 
increased  to  $23.8  bUlion  from  $23.6  billion  in 
October.  All  nondurable  industry  groups,  with 
the  exception  of  food  products,  remained  near  their 
October  levels.  (SEE  CHART  2)

UNFILLED  ORDERS 

Unfilled  orders  of  $82.6  billion  held  by  durable 
goods  manufacturers  at  the  end  of  November  showed 
a  $700  million  increase  from  the  October  total. 
Inasmuch  as  shipments  of  durable  goods  were 
virtually  unchanged  and  backlog  increased,  the 
unfilled  orders- shipments  ratio  for  durable  goods 
rose  from  3.19  in  October  to  3.21  in  November. 
The  more  significant  increases  occurred  in  the 
backlog  for  both  primary  and  fabricated  metals, 
(SEE  CHART  3)

INVENTORIES 

Total  inventories  held  by  all  manufacturers  at 
the  end  of  November  rose  to  $88.2  billion  compared 
with  $87.6  billion  at  the  end  of  October.  However, 
the  inventories- shipments  ratio  remained  at  the 
October  level  of  1.67  months.  The  inventories  of 
durable  goods  manufacturers  increased  $500  million 
to  $57.1  billion  at  the  end  of  November.  Stocks  of 
nondurable  goods  producers  increased  $200  million 
to  $31.1  billion  from  $30.9  billion  at  the  end  of 
October.  A  minor  decline  in  the  all  manufacturers' 
materials  and  supplies  stocks  was  more  than  offset 
by  a  significant  increase  in  work-in-process  in- 
ventories accompanied  by  a  moderate  increase  in 
finished  goods.  (SEE  CHART  4)
